Eureka, al., cDc. 15.— The subma­ 
rine H-3, In which 
twenty-five en­ 
listed men and two 
officers of the 
United States navy were imprisoned 
for hours yesterday while she pound­ 
ed, disabled, in the heavy surf on the 
beach near Eureka, was still intact 
as to the hull early today, as far as 
could be seen from the shore. 
The sea was smoother during the 
night and hope was expressed 
that 
with the aid of the coast guard cut­ 
ter, McCullough, 
which left 
San 
Francisco last night and should a r ­ 
rive hero today, the stranded diver 
would have 
been pulled back 
into 
deep water. 
The crew of 
the H-3 spent the 
night on the U. S. S. Cheyenne, the 
mother boat of the H flotilla, in Eu­ 
reka Harbor, while the H-l and II-2. 
which were accompanying the H-3 to 
San Diego from 
Puget Sound, con­ 
tinued unconvoycd to San Francisco. 
Werner Sweins, coast guardsman 
of th e Eureka 
life saving 
station, 
loomed up today as the hero of the 
rescue. 
While the navy 
men were 
still bottled up in the diver, a coast 
cutter with eight men pulled along­ 
side with a lead line for a breeches 
buoy. 
When the cutter was dashed 
away by a giant wave, Sweins leaped 
aboard the diver and made fast the 
line. 
Washed overboard ,he clasped a 
Straggling line and hauled himself 
to safety only to ho forced to repeat 
his life or death struggle a moment 
later. The conning tower hatch was 
opened to him when the men insid“ 
became 
aware 
of 
his 
presence 
through Ills lusty kicks and a little 
later Sweins and 
members of 
the 
crow were 
able to haul the 
buoy 
tackle aboard. 
The H-3 once before piled up on 
tlie California coast and stuck on a 
mud bank for twenty-four hours on 
Jier trial trip, but never before, prob­ 
ably has a diver crew been subjected 
to the torpedo dangers that Lieut. 
H. 
R. 
Bogusch 
and his men 
ex­ 
perienced yesterday. 
Drowning through the opening of 
seams under the surf pounding was 
their first death threat. Chlorine gas 
from leaking batteries then promised 
to take death toll. 
But as their craft 
rolled, bumped and tumbled under 
the surge 
of giant 
rollers, 
they 
watched the big torpedoes with h u n ­ 
dreds of pounds of high explosives 
Attached, strain at 
fastenings that 
seemed momentarily 
in danger 
of 
loosing sudden destruction on them. 
The heavy torpedoes even without 
the explosives, it was pointed out, 
would have crushed men under their 
weight and aided the waves in open­ 
ing up the hull, had their fastenings 
broken.
